The following JB a part of Chapter 


112, in regard to the appointment of a 
liquor agent, over wnkh there is at 
prsent so much discussion: 


Section 1. The governor shall from 


time to time appoint one or more 
suitable persons to furnish the agents 
appointed in towns for the sale of 
spirituous liquors with pure, unadul- 
terated spirituous liquors, on such 
terms and under such regulations and 
instructions and icstrictions as to him 
seems proper. 


Section. 2. Tho person so appointed 


shall give bonds to the state for the 
benefit of such towns as shall be in- 
jured by a breach of the conditions 
thereof, in such sum not less than ten 
thousand dollars as tho governor may 
deem sufficient, with condition that 
the person shall furnish to such agents 
pure and unadulterated spirituous 11- 


upoi- tho terms in conlortnity 


with the regulations and restrictions 
prescribed. 


Section 3. The governor upon the 


appointment shall notify such agents 
severally thereof, and of the terms, re- 
strictions, and regulations by him 
prescribed, in such rrtanne-r as ho shall 
deem proper; and such agents hhall 
purchase thereafter, ol tho person so 
appointed, all spirituous liquors that 
may be required lor sal e in their 
towns, and of no other persons except 


C thf» county commissaioners. as pro- 
vided in section thirty of this chapter 


Section 4. Such appointments 


not pledge the credit of the state for 
payment lor any liquors purchased 
by a town agent. 


Section r>. 
One or more agents, hot 


vxieedins throe t,hall be appointed by 
tho selectmen of each town, except 
such as have voted that no appoint- 
ments shall be undo, fur the sale of 
spirits, who shall held their offices for 
ouo year, or until another is appoint- 
ed, but they may lie removed at tiie 
pleasure of the selectmen. No innkeep- 
er, or keeper ot any place of public 
entertainment, or ary person who has 
been convicted of the violation of any 
provision of his chapter, shall receive 
or hold the appointment. 


Section 6. The selectmen slia.ll 
to every agent so appointed a C"r- 


tiftcatc ot appointment, and the rules 
and regulations proscribed for his ob- 
scMance. The same shall be recorded 
by the clerk of the town. 


Section 7. Such agent may KHI 


spirituous liquors to be used iu the 
arts, and for medical, mechanical, and 
rhomieal purposes, and wine for the 
commemoration of the lord's Supper, 
and for no other use or purpose, wliat- 
ver. 


Section 8. He shall sell the liquors 


at a profit fixed by the selectmen, 
shall conform to such rules and regu- 
lations as they may prescribe and 
shall pay the proceeds to the treasurer 
of the town as they may direct.

Senator Galllnger'a Committee Formu- 


lates Rules of Procedure. 


The senate committee on pensions 


has adopted a code of rules which was 
prepared uy the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Senator Gallinger, the purpose 
being to eliminate claims without 
merit and also to get rid of granting 
large pensions to widows of officers. 
The following note explains the con- 
dition which tae rules are intended to 
meet: 


Note.—The pension committees of 


the two houses of congress were creat- 
ed to consider a limited number of 
claims, some of which were necessar- 
ily rejected by the bureau ot pensions, 
for the reason that they were not cov 
ered by any existing law, while others 
were rejected upon legal or medical 
technicalities, which congress could 
property set aside as a matter oi 
equity and justice. It was not the in- 
tention to have congress flooded with 
pension bills, but simply to afford a 
means of relief in cases of exceptional 
merit. Unfortunately the primary and 
essential purpose oi these committees 
has been lost sight of, and there beems 
to be a prevalent opinion that it it 
proper to bring every i ejected claim, 
cither lor original pension, or increase, 
to the attention of congic&b, and in 
many instances the bureau of pen-
